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Zachariah 4:6: It is not by might, nor by power, buy by my Spirit says the Lord. 

Isaiah 10:27: And it shall come to pass in that day, that his burden shall be taken away from off thy 
shoulder, and his yoke from off thy neck and the yoke shall be destroyed because of the anointing. 

Principle: The anointing is unmerited favor — it is sheer grace. 

Luke 4:18,19: The Spirit of the Lord is on me, because he has anointed me to preach good news to 
the poor. He has sent me to proclaim freedom for the prisoners and recovery of sight to the blind, to 
release the oppressed, to proclaim the year of the Lord's favor. 

In the Old Testament, the term "anointing" is used at least five different ways: 

1. Consecration of the tabernacle 

Myrrh— represents the grace that comes in walking with God. 

2 Corinthians 2:15: For we are to God the aroma of Christ among those who are being saved 
and those who are perishing. 

Cinnamon— represents the purity that comes in walking with God. 
Calamus— represents the broken ness that comes in walking with God. 
Cassia— represents the humility of the spirit that comes in walking with God. 

1 Peter 5:6: Humble yourselves, therefore, under God's mighty hand, that he may exalt you in 
due season. 

Job 41:34: He looks down on all that are haughty— he is King over all that are proud. 

Job 41:1: Can you pull in the Leviathan with a fishhook— or tie down his tongue with a 
rope? 

Job 41: 9,10: Any hope of subduing him is false— the mere sight of him is overpowering. 
When roused, he grows ferocious; no one can face him in a fight. 

2. Consecration of the priests 

Leviticus 10:7: Do not leave the entrance to the Tent of Meeting of you will die, because the 
Lord's anointing oil is on you. 

3. Consecration of the kings 

1 Samuel 10:1: Then Samuel took a flask of oil and poured it on Saul's head and kissed him, 
saying, "Has not the Lord anointed you leader over his inheritance?" 

Principle: The basic meaning of the word anoint is simply to smear something on an object. 

4. Consecration of prophets 

Psalms 105:15: Do not touch my anointed ones; do my prophets no harm. 

Principle: As a Christian— you have an anointing ! 

1 John 2:27: But you have an anointing from the Holy One, and all of you know the truth. 

Ezekiel 47:3-5: And when the man went out to the east with the line in his hand, he measured one 
thousand cubits, and he brought me through the water, the water came up to my ankles. Again he 
measured one thousand and brought me through the water, the water came up to my knees. Again he 
measured one thousand and brought me through, the water came up to my waist. And again, he 
measured one thousand and it was a river that I could not cross for the water was too deep, water in 
which one must swim, a river that could not be crossed. 



Principle: My anointing will always be refined . 

Principle: God will only use you to the extent to which you are faithful and true to what you know. 

Principle: God decides what our specific anointing will be. 

Principle: Some of us have a higher expectation of ourselves than God has.
